The deceased was born at 
Norfolk, Va., Deo, 27,1810, and located 
at Springfield, 111., in 1840. He participa- 
ted in the Mexican war as a member Co. 
A, 4th 111. Vol., Col. Baker commanding. 
He came to Decatur from Springfield in 
1853. In 1856 he was elected alderman 
for the fourth ward, at which time John 
P. Post was elected mayor, and subse- 
quently the deceased served the city as 
street commissioner. 


The funeral will take place Thursday, 


and will be conducted under the direction 
of the Macon county veteran association.

ANOTHER DUDE ULERK. 


J. W. Orth and His Crooked Becord in 


Decatur-Offlcera After Him. 


From Mandate DaUy. 


3. W, Ortb, the associate of John J. 


Baedig, and for over a year a clerk in the 
dry goods department of Linn & Scruggs' 
establishment, is wanted in Decatui for 
stealing fron his employers, and he is 
now a fugitive from the officers who have 
a warrant for his arrest. Orth is natur- 
ally more of a dude in his speech, man- 
ners and dreaa than ever Baedig professed 
to be, and like Baedig, Orth was a lover 
of hot drinks and "loud pertumery. He 
was something of a ladies' man though 
he didn't distnbute his smiles and atten- 
tions promiscuously, owing perhaps to 
the fact that his foppish ways were dis- 
tasteful to the average woman of good 
moral character. 


Orth notified Mr. W. H. Linn on Sun- 


day afternoon that he intended going to 
Chicago last night and that he would not 
appear for duty on Monday. This sud- 
den determination of Orth to leave caused 
much talk among the officers and mem- 
bers of the firm, and the conference finally 
ended in Mr. Linn and Mr. Westerman 
paying an informal good-bye visit to Orth 
at the St. Nicholas hotel last evening at 
8 o'clock. Orth was in the rotunda wear- 
ing his tightest pair of trousers and his 
tallest and slickest plug hat, and it was 
plainly apparent to the BBPUBMOAN re- 
porter and nil others posted about what 
was soon to bnd, that the clerk was unu- 
sually nervous. He walked about con- 
tinually and seemed like one trying to 
dodge a bolt of lightning. After some 
conversation Mr. Linn asked the privilege 
of looking through Orth's trunk, to which 
request Orth readily assented. His trunk 
had been brought down and placed in a 
sample room off the hall leading to the 
dining room, and Orth no doubt seeing 
that the jig was up' with him, said he 
would go up to his room and get the key 
so the trunk could be opened. He turned 
about quickly from the office counter and 
walked toward the main stairway, but 
instead of ascending the flight he quickly 
passed out of the frortt door and disap- 
peared in the darkness. He has not since 
been, seen though officers watched all out- 
going trains last night but failed to fin3 
him. 
Later the trunk which contained 


the dude's clothes -raa opened, and in it 
were found several pieces of fine goods 
that had unquestionably been stolen from 
the store. They are valued at about 850. 
Orth had no opportunity to steal money 
from his employers aa the check system, 
which ie rigidly observed, preventa the 
commission of such a crime. 
But he 


could carry off goods and he is charged 
with stealing property from the firm. 
Orth ia tall and slight. He parts his 
well-oiled locks nearly in the middle and 
allows several curly banga to peep forth. 
Hia hungry-looking mustache is always 
kept well waxed and hia cheeks are rosy, 
owing no doubt to his frequent libations. 
He speaks lah-de-dah English and pigeon 
German, 


Mr. Linn this forenoon made a more 


oarefnl aearch of Orth's trunk, and found 
that it contained three sets of table linen, 
Irish linen, suspenders, gloves and hand- 
kerchiefs, all new. Orth bought a small 
valise at Linn & Scruggs' store, for which 
he paid cash, at which time he had plenty 
of money. That valise is not at the hotel 
and Orth did not take it with him when 
helefb the house. The officers may be 
able to find it, or at least learn where it 
was left by the crooked clerk. 


The warrant for the arrest of Orth was 


not issued until after he had vanished 
from the hotel. Justice Oorley issued it. 
Orth had about an hour's start of the 
officers. Five trains on the Wabash left 
Decatur for the east after 9 o'clock, and 
Mason, who went to Bement, looked 
through each of them. To-day that offi- 
cer visited "Idlewild" and went through 
that establishment without success. Orth 
has probably walkei to" some small sta- 
tion south or east and boarded some 
train. 


THAT CAKE EPISODE. 


J. W. Orth was the party who nipped 


that gold-headed cane belonging to the 
treasurer of tbe Thatcher, Primrose & 
West minstrel troupe, and left it behind 
the bar in Andrews' saloon on Friday 
last. The cane was taken from the hotel 
cloak room while the minstrel waa out, 
and it was discovered behind the bar by 
the owner who made a big row about this 
attempt to rob him, Ortb would have 
been arrested for larceny of the cane if 
the owner had found it convenient to re- 
main and prosecute him. 


A CONPIDKNOE GAME. 


Marshal Mason is familiar with an ugly 


story which haa been traced to Orth, 
Some week* ago a fanner from B remote 
part of the county called at Steinbach & 
Dickhoff a saloon while Orth and another 
party -were standing at the bar, and want- 
ed change for a dollar. The change was 
placed OD the counter, but it was at once 
taken back aa it was discovered that the 
farmer's silver piece was a trade dollar— 
good for only 80 centa Orth spoke up 
and said he would change the coin 
for the farmer and "did so. Immediately 
afterward he took the old farmer aside 
and tried to scare him by declaring that 
the fanner had been guilty of fraud in 
giving him a trade dollar for a standard 
coin, but Orth agreed to say no more 
about it if the farmer would give him 810. 
The old man didn't have any money ex- 
cept the dollar, and Orth so frightened 
him that he gave up that amount to the 
clerk, and then went away. The marshal 
has been trying to learn the name of that 
farmer. He thinks he will learn more 


"Black Bart," the RoDber. 


The following communication from 


Bearadale has reference to famous "Black 
Bart,'' or Chas. E. Bolles, the California 
bandit, who formerly resided near Deca- 
tur.. He is in jail on the Pacific slope, 
and confesses to have committed 23 stage 
robberies alone. Here is the communi- 
cation:

tory, in which the statement is made that,

Charlie did not stop in 
Deoatur but went from Springfield to 
Iowa to join his wife and the relations 
then existing between the two were pleas- 
ant and no man appeared to have greater 
love or respect for his wife than Charles 
E. Bolles. If they were separated it was 
after they left Decatur.

GONE UP. 


The celebrated horse thief, Alexander 


Arnold, who was brought here from the 
Indiana penitentiary by Sheriff Foster, 
was arraigned in court and pleaded guilty 
to stealing the Beall and Bussell horses 
in January, 1882. 
The prisoner had 


served two years in the Indiana prison, 
and he felt that he would get a dose in 
Macon county. Judge Wilkin gave him 
3 years at Joliet in each case — 6 years al- 
together for his crookedness in this sec- 
tion. Arnold is the thief who owned up 
at Terre Haute that he had stolen in In- 
diana and Illinois about 40 horses, most 
of which have been found and returned 
to owners.

The Porty-Eaghth Congress. 


From MmOatfi DaOv. 


At noon to-day the Forty-eighth 


Congress of the United States con- 
vened, and the great struggle be- 
tween the two parties began— 
not the struggle to accomplish or 
defeat any particular 
legislation, 


but to contest for vantage ground 
upon which to fight the Presidential 
battle of next year. It is one of the 
misfortunes of our system of govern- 
ment that at least once in every four 
years its law-making -branch loses 
sight of the real purposes for which 
congresses and legislatures exist, 
and devotee its entire time to an ef- 
fort to manufacture political capital 
for future contests. In the new 
congress the parties are so divided 
that partisan legislation will be im- 
possible, the lower branch being 
strongly Democratic while in the 
Senate that party is in the minority. 
But this will not prevent exhibitions 
of partisan endeavor, the large Dem- 
ocratic majority in the House being 
certain to propose measures which 
are just as sure to be defeated at the 
other end of the capitol. The chief 
effort of the Democrats. will be, 
doubtless, to curry favor with the 
country, in view of next year's elec- 
tion, but with their well-known pro- 
pensity for doing the wrong thing at 
the right time they will be very 
liable to make capital for the Repub- 
licans instead of helping themselves. 
Already, before the assembling of 
the House, they have given an ear- 
nest of what may be expected of 
them. John G. Carlisle, of Ken- 
tucky, the representative of 
the 


whisky interest that is clamoring for 
an extension of the period during 
which spirits may remain in bond, 
naa been nominated for Speaker, and 
will be elected of course. Mr. Car- 
.isle in no sense represents the pro- 
gressive section of the Democratic 
party—that element which it must 
depend upon for its increase of voting 
strength—but is a Bourbon pure and 
simple. In selecting him for Speaker 
the Democrats have at once and on 
;he first round uncovered their plans. 
They do not propose to stand up 
abreast of the times, but by their ac 
tion assure the country that they 
will continue to sit upon the graves 
of their sires, rattling the dry bones 
and extolling the virtues of the 'de- 
parted, while mourning over the de- 
generacy of the present. 
They have 


no desire to address themselves to 
the living issues of the hour, to the 
upbuilding of our various material 
interests, but are content to pass 
their time in tearing down what the 
Republicans have builded, in spite 
of their opposition. The triumph of 
Mr. Carlisle is the victory of the ex- 
treme Bourbon wing of the South- 
ern and more powerful end of the 
Democratic party, as opposed to the 
more liberal and progressive, but 
Northern and less numerous extrem- 
ity of the aggregation. It is a step 
backward, and a long step at that 
It is tlje triumph of the British free- 
trader over the American manufac- 
turer, the Confederate reminiscence 
over the Union veteran, the antedi- 
luvian Bourbon over nineteenth cen- 
tury progress. If the Democrats 
can make any capital out of it they 
are welcome to it. 


SEOBETABY TELLBB, of the Interior 


department, in his annual report, 
ipresses the belief that the annual 
warfare between the Indians and 
whites can be ended by judicious 
measures.

PEOPLE are apt to forget that some 


of the conspicuous events connected 
with the inauguration of the Federal 
Government occurred in the city of 
New York 
On Evacuation Day, 


when a statue 'of Washington was 
unveiled by President Arthur, George 
William Curtis delivered the princi- 
pal address, in which he grouped to- 
gether some interesting historical in- 
cidents in the following paragraph: 


From the balcony of the hall that 


stood here the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was first read to the citi- 
zens of New York, and, although the 
enemy's fleet had entered the har- 
bor, the people, as they listened, tore 
down the royal arms from the walls 
of the ball and burned them in the 
street, as their fiery patriotism was 
about to consume the royal power in 
the province. Here sat the Opnti- 
nental Congress in its closing days. 
Here John Jay prepared the instruc- 
tions of John Adams, the first Amer 
ican Minister to Great Britain, and 
here the Congress received Sir John 
Temple, the first British 
Consul 


General to the United States. Here 
Jefferson was selected by Congress 
as Minister to France, and here Sec- 
retary Jay. with the same equable 
mind and clear comprehension and 
unbending integrity that afterwards 
illustrated the first exercise of the 
judicial power of the Union, directed 
the foreign affairs of the Confede- 
ration.

Commander in-Chief tenderly parted 
with his officers, and there, over the 
way, 
where once a modest mansion 


stood, the Federalist was chiefly 
written. 
The very air about this 


ballowed spot is the air of American 
patriotism. To breathe it, charged 
with such memories, is to be inspired 
with the loftiest hutnaij purpose and 
the noblest endeavor. By the most 
mpressive associations, by the most 
dignified and important 
historic 


events, was this place dedicated to 
ihe illustrious transaction which we 
commemorate to-day.

THE New York Independent is out 


with a novel idea, namely, that we 
ought to have a law to make voting 
compulsory. The argument is, that 
if one has the right and omits to ex- 
ercise it, he shall, except in certain 
justifiable cases, be subject to some 
species of forfeiture, either of the 
right of suffrage for a given period, 
or a pecuniary penalty. As the law 
compels men to serve society as ju- 
rors, it is contended that the voting 
service is not less important, and the 
citizen who will not exercise this 
right does not deserve to possess it. 
There is sound reason in the propo- 
sition. 


THE official returns of the recent 


New York State election show that 
the total vote of the State was about 
140,000 less this year than last year. 
On a fall vote the Republicans would 
doubtless have elected their entire 
State ticket. The Prohibition vote 
was 17,000 this ye,ar against 25,783 
last year—a large falling off. The 
Greenback vote was about the same, 
11,000 each year. Next year it is 
likely that the vote will be 150,000 
greater than it was this year, and 
all calculations will have to be based 
upon this fact. 


THE citizens of the Province of 


Manitoba are moving vigorously for 
a redress of grievances at the hands 
of the Dominion Government, to 
•which that province reluctantly holds 
allegiance. 
A "Manitoba Bights 


League" has been organized, with 
headquarters at "Winnipeg. The de- 
mand for reform and redress will be 
agitated and pressed, but its leaders 
declare that, while secession may 
possibly be the alternative of the 
Dominion 
Parliament's refusal to 


grant what is asked for, yet it is not 
tone that tine idea of annexation te 
the United States is ever thought of. 


THB bank presidents of Boston 


have united their appeal with that of 
the Chamber of Commerce of New 
York City in favor'of a National 
Bankruptcy act In Boston, and to 
some extent elsewhere, the draft of a 
law prepared by Judge *Lowell is 
preferred as the basis at least of 
Congressional action. It is evident 
that Congress will be obliged to 
take this matter up again at the ap- 
proaching session, and address itself 
earnestly to the task of providing an 
equitable means of distributing the 
assets of insolvents. The scandal of 
preferred creditors and of making 
fraudulent sales interferes seriously 
with commercial credit, and cannot 
b* adequately dealt with by State 
laws. 


der the domain of this system. Great 
landed proprietors have possession 
of a good portion of the soil, and 
have amassed large fortunes. Is this 
system to continue until the greater 
portion of the black-soil counties has 
come under it, or.will the "intensive" 
system (diversified farming in con- 
nection with the manufacture of raw 
products) divide with it the at-ricul 
tural empire? Certainly, the best 
beef cattle, the heaviest bogs and the 
heavy draft horses will always be 
bred and fed to the greatest advan- 
tage on the richest soils not too re- 
mote/ from markets, because there 
are found abundant and cheap grain 
and forage. But there are indica- 
tions that those rich soils, which can 
support a large population, will make 
a certain class of manufactures, in 
connection with the growing of crops, 
quite as profitable as the breeding 
and feeding of stock. Among these 
manufactures are sorghum sugar, 
canned fruits, mills for the bagging 
made of flax straw, twine of hemp, 
and drain tiles,all of which have been 
in operation during the season in 
this neighborhood. 
Judging from 


present operations, the sugar-mak- 
ing and canning industries promise 
to take the lead. 
Illinois canned 


corn is second only in quality to the 
best brands made in the Onondaga 
county (N. Y ) factories. Flax cul- 
ture having been measurably aban- 
doned in Illinois, and moved to Up- 
per Iowa and Lower Dakota, the cot 
ton bagging mills are preparing to 
go extensively into the cultivation of 
hemp. Preparations are being made 
to seed 3,000 acres another Spring. 
It has recently been proved by suc- 
cessful experiment that a portion of 
the cotton crop can be most profita- 
bly manufactured in the 
section 


where it is grown, and the indica- 
tions are for Illinois that there will 
be either a vast extension of breed- 
ing and feeding of stock, or a vast 
enlargement of the manufacture, of 
the commercial crops, and perhaps 
both. The prosperity of the towns 
will depend on the success of the in- 
tensive system, but if Central Illi- 
nois becomes vast pastures and 
meadows, the towns have, to say the 
least, an unpromising future before 
them. It is probably a conscious or 
unconscious 
conception that the 


prosperity of the towns is threatened, 
which has had much to do with the 
movement toward establishing man- 
ufactures of farm products of various 
kinds.

The messengers, howev- 
er, bad closed and barred the car door. By 
this time condnclor William Pierson and 
several of the train bands, who were in

the train had failed the robbers took to the 
woods, but as the trnln backed out, and
